hopes. There are 750 entries of cattle; 350 
of sheep; 250 of swine; 250 of horses, in- 
cluding some of the choicest stock in Ken- 
tecky. The entries of dairy products are 
very large. Especial effort is being made 
for a large exhibit of fruit, and in addition

previously offered, a 


special premium of $50 is offered for the 
best collection of apples from any farmers’ 


club or Grange. 


There will be no racing, 


no side shows, no catch-penny affairs, and 
no smoking allowed in the building. The 
exhibition will open Oct. 5, in the Mechan- 
ics’ Fair Building, Boston.

be one of the State's necessities, I am re- 
minded that my statements in regard to 


butter-making ma 


seem stereotyped. I 


am making butter in the same old fashioned 
way. Asin 1874, 1 set my milk in pans, 
skimmed in 24 or 30 hours, churned often 
by rotary movement, washed butter in 
pure cold water, salted it to suit individual 
tastes, moulded it from the churn and for- 
warded it to customers as soon as hard, so 


now I do. 


I use no creamery, have no but- 


ter-worker, use no ice (seldom need it), and 
still live, and average about one ton of but- 


ter per year. 


The butter presented to your notice was 
churned this day, Sept. 13th. Of my dairy 
of 10 cows and heifers, only 3 cows and 2 
two-year-old heifers are giving milk at this 
time; the cows on account of short feed in
